The Rev . J . M. Rudy, pa stor of th 
Fir.^t Christia n church, furnishes the 
Democra t with the following on “ The 
Ema ncipa tion of Ma n,” it being the 
concluding cha pter of a n a rticle the 
first portion of which wa s printed in 
these columns two w’eeks a go toda y: 


We come now" to a sk the question, 
“ Wha t is most needed in o’der to 
bring this industria l wa r to a close 
a nd a t the sa me time a ssure la rger 
a nd more complete ema ncipa tion to 
men? ” I a m not just now disposed to 
giv e a n a nsw-er in terms of business 
or economics. 
Doubtless much ca n 
be done by certa in socia l a nd eco­ 
nomic a djustments, but I wish *to a n 
swer the question in terms more fun­ 
da menta l. 
There Is one fa ctor which 
must be ta ken into a ccount, a u l with­ 
out a n a dequa te a pprecia tion of its 
rea l significa nce a ll our socia l a nd 
politica l philosophizing will a mount 
to na ught. 
Dr. Smythe giv es the fol­ 
lowing: 
“ In Cha rles Kingsiey’s ‘The 
Sa int’s Tra gedy,’ a story of the middle 
a ges, a mob is represented a .s ga tliered 
a round the ga tewa y of a ca stle, a nd 


crying, “ Brea d! Brea d; Brea d! 
Giv e 
us brea d or w"e perish!” A mercha nt 
a ppea rs w"i(h mules la den wdth corn. 
But “ the scoundrel w’a nts three times 
its v a lue.” He sa ys: 
“ 'Not a penny less; 
I must liv e. I bought 
it on specula ­ 
tion. 
I get my brea d by buying corn tha t’s 
chea p; ma ss, you need it, 
And you must pa y a ccording to your 
need.” ' 
J ust so. 
Here is the fa ctor tha t 
must be reckoned with in ev ei*y form 
of socia l orga niza tion. 
It Is tha t old, 
old dev il of huma n greed. 
Society is 
not cursed by the “ mules” tha t dra w, 
nor by the “ en^ne” tha t pulls, nor by 
the “ ma chine” tha t ena bles one to do 
the work tha t a thousa nd formerly 
did. It is not stea m, not inv ention, not 
the countless “ la bor sa v ing” contriv ­ 
a nces tha t a re hurting huma n society. 
If you will go ba ck fa r euoa gh you 
will find the trouble in the mule-driv - 
er, in the fellow who comma nds a nd 
controls the engine—in the owner of 
the ma chine. 
In other words, the “ dev il * 
tha t 
cries “ More! More!” must be ca st out 
before relief ca n come. 
Any politica l, 
philosophy, a ny socia l scheme of re­ 
form which does not ta ke a ccount of 
this deepest fa ctor of the problem 
will soon prov e itself too superficia l. 
It is this fa ct tha t led George ^la cdon- 
a id to sa y: 
“ The world will cha nge 
only a s the hea rt of ma n cha nges. 
Growing intellect, growing civ iliza tion 
will hea l ma n’s wounds only to ca use 
the deeper ill to brea k out a fresh in
